It  will  be  interesting  to  Brazilian  military 
officers — and  perhaps  inexplicable  as  well — 
to  know  that  one  of  the  most  widely-known 
officers  in  the  United  States  military  service 
is  to  be  court-martialed  for  trying  to  influ- 
ence legislation.     This  officer  is  none  other 
than  Gen.  A.  W.  Gieely,  famous  in   the 
annals  of  Arctic  exploration  and  now  chief 
signal  officer  of  the  United  Slates  army,  and 
his  offence  is  that  of  addressing  communica- 
tions to  the   secretary   of  war  and   to   the 
members  of  a  committee  of  Congress  against 
proposed  changes  in  the  signal  bureau.     In 
his  letters  to  the  committee  he  advised  the 
withholding  of  appropriations  for  the  bureau 
until  the  question  at  issue  could  be  settled. 
This  is  considered  a  violation  of  the  general 
orders  of  the  war  department,  which   pro- 
vide:  "That  no  officer,  active  or  retired, 
shall  directly  or  indirectly,  without  being 
called   upon    by  proper  authority,   solicit, 
suggest,  or  recommend  action  by  members 
of  Congress  tor  or  against  legislation   per- 
taining to  military  affairs,"  Notwithstanding 
his    services    and    high    reputation,    Gen. 
Greely  will   have  to  stand  trial  for  an  act 
which   Brazilian   officers   consider  to  be  a 
right  and   privilege.      In  view  of  the   per- 
nicious influence  which  military  offices  are 
exercising  upon  the  administration  of  public 
affairs  in  Brazil,  would  it  not  be  good  policy 
to  adopt  a  law,  or  regulation,  similar  to  that 
which  we   have  quoted   above  and  which 
effectually  prevents  all  interference  in  civil 
affairs  on  the  part  of  the  military?     In  the 
United  States,  no  military  officer  in  active 
service  can  accept  a  civil  office  or  appoint- 
ment.  If  he  wishes  to  do  so,  he  must  resign 
his  commission.    Here,  military  officers  are 
not  only  permitted  to  accept  such  offices, 
but  they  have  been  dominating  and  violently 
acquiring  civil  offices  ever  since  the  pro- 
clamation of  the  republic.     The  chief  ex- 
ecutive has  thus  far  been  an  officer  in  active 
service,  various  members  of  his  cabinet  have 
been  and   are  such  officers,  other  officers 
hold  seats  in  the  Senate  and  Chamber  of 
Deputies,  and  a  majority  of  the  governors  of 
states  are  of  the  same  category.     In  a  very 
large  number  of  cases  garrison  or  military 
department  commanders  have  taken  part  in 
the  political  intrigues  which  were  organized 
for  the  deposition  of  existing  governors,  and 
which  eventually  led  to  their  own  assump- 
tion  of  the  vacated  civil  office.     A  more 
demoralizing,  arbitrary  and  unmilitary  pro- 
ceeding could  not  be  imagined.    As  long  as 
it  is  permitted,  not  only  will  civil  liberty  and 
free  government  be  a  fiction,  but  military 
discipline  and  honor  will  be  unknown.    A 
military  officer  should  hold  himself  strictly 
aloof  from  partizan  politics  and  from  civil 
affairs;    his  duties  and  career  are  clearly 
marked   out  for   him,  and  from  these  he 
should  never  think  of  departing.     In  this 
respect  the  example  of  the  United  States  is 
well  worth  following,  and  we  confidently 
offer  it  to  the  consideration  of  the  country 
as  a  partial  solution  of  the  difficulties  which 
beset  it. 


The  Ftiiz  of  the  51)1  contains  a  delightful 
little  lamentation,  evidently  inspired  by  the 
Misericordia   authorities,  in  regard  to  the 
erection  of  a  hospital  in  Rua  da  Passagem 
in  which  yellow  fever  patients  are  to  be  re- 
ceived,   After  telling  us  that  the  Santa  Casa 
always    seeks  to  provide    for   the  hygienic 
necessities  of  its  patients,  against  the  trans- 
mission of  contagious  diseases,  and  that  it 
always  sends  away  every  yellow  lever  case  to 
the  S.  SebaatiftO  hospital  (the  particular  pet 
of  the  Pah,  by  the  way),  the  writer  then 
proceeds  to  call  attention  to  the  error  of 
establishing  a  yellow  fever  hospital  so  near 
the  hospitals  and  asylums  in  the  Praia  da 
Saudade  district,  and  in  so  populous  (1)  a 
neighborhood .       The  Pah    then    asks    if 
there  is  not  some  other  neighborhood  which 
will    serve  1       Why,   certainly,  colleague  1 
Jacarepagtiii,  or  Piedade,  or  the  neighbor- 
hood of  Belem,  or  Goyaz,  orCucuhy,  would 
do  admirably  1  Let  us  have  our  hospitals  far 
enough  out  to  kill  the  patient  on  the  road 
every  time.  It  saves  medicines,  and  it  leaves 
the  hard-worked  medicos    more   time    for 
politics  1     There  is  nothing  like  locating  a 
hospital  in  a  swamp,  or  so  far  away  that  a 
patient  may  feel  certain  that  bis  time  has 
come  before  he  starts  for  it.     It  gives  us  a 
new  and  definite  idea  of  the  purposes  of  a 
hospital,  and  it  simplifies  the  work  wonder- 
fully.    Then,  too,  it  relieves  the  attendants 
from  the  necessity  of  killing  the  patient  with 
neglect,  or  brutal  violence,  as  is  sometimes 
reported  from  the  model  institution  which  is 
now  so  alarmed  over  the  projected  hospital 
in  Rua  da  Passagem.     As  for  the  "  scrupu- 
lous care  "  which  the  Santa  Casa  is  accus- 
tomed to  exercise — what  can  we  say?     A 
few  days  ago  we  happened  to  see  published 
a  peremptory  order  from  the  minister  of  the 
interior  to  the  effect  that  the  great  and  hy- 
gienic Misericordia  hospital  must  at  once 
connect  its  sewage  pipes  with  the  city  sewers. 
Heretofore  the  Santa   Casa  has  been  very 
"  scrupulous  "  to  drain   its  hospital  wards, 
etc.,  containing  about  1,500  people,  out  on 
the  shore  of  the  bay,  with  the  war  arsenal  on 
one  side  and  residences  and  public  bathing 
places   on    the    other.       Then   again,    an 
alarming   high   percentage  of  the   surgical 
operations  in  that  "careful"  institution  re- 
sult in  death,  and  sometimes  from  strangely 
mysterious  causes.     One   of  these,  if  our 
memory  is  not  at  fault,  was  that  ol  a  poor 
fellow   dying  from  delirium  tremens  some 
days  after   having   had   a   trifling   surgical 
operation   performed  on  his  foot.     In  view 
of  the  complaints  which  have  been  made 
about  the  treatment  of  patients  in  the  Mis- 
ericordia hospital,  we  are  inclined  to  think 
that   its  administration  should  exercise  a 
great   deal  of   hesitation   and  self-restraint 
before  condemning  an  effort  to  supply  better 
facilities  lor  treating  the  victims  of  yellow 
fever  than  it  has  thus  far  attempted  to  afford, 
in  spite  of  its  wealth  and  protection.   A  good 
hospital,  properly  managed,  is  not  a  source 
of  danger  even  in  a  populous  neighborhood, 
certainly  much   less  among  the  empty  lots 
and  sleep  hillsides  of  the  site  in  question. 
No  one  has  found  it  so  in  regard  to  the 
private  hospitals  on  Ruas  Fresca,  Pedreira 
da  Candelaria  and  Riachuelo,  where  yellow 
fever  cases  are  received,  although  they  arc 
surrounded   by  closely  built  districts.     As 
the  Passagem  hospital  is  on  an  elevated  site 
and  fully  five  hundred  metres  from  the  near- 
est residences,  perfectly  isolated,  and  with  a 
very  sparsely  built  neighborhood,  it  is  cer- 
tainly no   cause   for  alarm.      When 
finished  we  shall  expect  the  Pah  editor  to 
pay  it  a  visit,  just  by  way  of  comparison 
with  S.  Sebastiao. 


Deputy  Bellarmino  tie  Mendonca,  continuing 
his  speech,  was  several  times   interrupted   hy  the 

president,  who  threatened  to  suspend  the  sluing  if 
the  honorable  member  persisted  in  violating  the 

rules.     The   hitter,  after   protesting   that   he  was 

merely  performing  his  diity  as  a  representative  of 
the  nation,  finally  took  his  seat. 

The  president  then  made  a  little  speech,  saying 
that  the  deputy  had  spoken  out  of  order,  violated 
the  rules  and  refused  to  listen  to  the  chair  when  it 
hftd  ashed  him  not  to  proceed,  No  action,  con- 
tinued the  president,  had  been  taken  on  the  com- 
munications received,  because  during  the  prepara- 
tory sittings  no  action  was  In  order.  When 
Congress  is  opened,  the  chair  will  then  act  in  the 
premises  as  it  deems  advisable. 


Legislative  Notes 


For  want  of  a  quorum  Congress  was  not  opened 
on  the  3rd  inst.,  the  day  fixed  by  the  constitution, 
nor  has  it  been  able  to  secure  a  quorum  since. 

At  the  preparatory  sitting  of  the  Chamber  of 
Deputies  on  the  6th  inst.  apropos  to  communica- 
tions received  from  Deputies  Manhaes  Barreto  and 
Jesuino  de  Albuquerque,  confined  in  the  fortresses 
of  S.  Joao  and  Villegaignon,  Deputy  Bellarmino 
de  Mendonca  rose  and  expressed  his  astonishment 
that  these  communications  were  read  in  silence. 
Is  it  po-sible,  he  asked,  that  when  the  executive 
prevents  Congress  from  meeting  by  imprisoning 
congressmen  no  one  even  inquires  into  the  cause? 
The  constitution,  he  said,  cannot  thus  continue  to 
be  violated.  Deputies  have  immunities  guaranteed 
by  the  constitution.—"  In  normal  times,"  answered 
Deputy  Frederico  Borges,amid  cheers  and  protests. 
The  president  then  interfered  and  said  that 
Deputy  Bellarmino  was  violating  the  rules,  which 
prohibit  such  discussions  during  the  preparatory 
sittings  of  Congress.  The  object  of  these  sittings, 
he  explained,  is  to  learn  whether  there  is  a  quorum. 
"  Which  cannot  be  obtained,"  interrupted  Deputy 
Fonscca  Hermes,  "because  the  government  im- 
prisons congressmen." 

"  Because  opposition  members  fail  to  attend," 
retorted  Deputy  Aristides  Maia. 


RIVER    PLATE    ITEMS. 

—  The  opening  of  the  Argentine  congress  did  not 
occur  on  May  1st,  but  was  postponed  to  the  9th. 

—  An  arrangement  has  been  made  by  the  Argen- 
tine government  for  the  free  importation  of  cattle 
from  Uruguay. 

—An  Asuncion  telegram  of  the  6th  says  that  the 
congress  of  Paraguay  has  prohibited  navigation  to 
Matto  0 rosso. 

— El  Diario,  of  Buenos  Aires,  asserts  that  the 
leaders  of  the  revolutionary  movement  in  Corrientes 
were  Brazilians, 

—A  telegram  from  Buenos  Aires  on  the  6th  says 
that  a  reduction  of  the  quarantine  against  Rio  is 
under  consideration. 

—The  revolution  in  the  province  of  Corrientes  is 
again  reported  at  an  end,  anil  Col.  Blanco,  it  is 
said,  has  withdrawn  to  the  Brazilian  frontier. 

—Diphtheria  was  so  bad  in  Mendoza,  Argentina, 
last  month,  that  the  authorities  were  compelled  to 
close  the  schools  and  churches.  The  disease  had 
become  a  veritable  plague . 

—The  Santa  Fe  provincial  government  shows  its 
appreciation  of  law  and  order  by  instructing  its  tax- 
gatherers  to  disregard  the  injunctions  of  the  courts 
in  regard  to  the  grain  tax. 

— The  two  cable  companies  at  the  River  Plate 
(the  Western  and  Brazilian  and  the  River  Plate) 
have  made  another  reduction  in  their  rates  to 
Europe  and  the  United  States. 

—The  burial  of  the  venerable  Dr.  Burmeister  at 
Buenos  Aires  was  largely  attended  by  the  most  in- 
fluential  men  in  the  country.  Among  the  orators 
of  the  occasion  was  President  Pellegrini. 

—It  is  reported  from  Buenos  Aires  that  Paraguay 
has  closed  navigation  on  the  Rio  Paraguay  to  tin 
Matto  Grosso  revolutionists,  and  has  stopped  tin 
shipment  ol  munitions  and  supplies  to  them  from 
Asuncion. 

—A  Buenos  Aires  telegram  of  the  )th  says  that 
the  Argentine  government  has  resolved  upon  an 
armed  interference  in  the  conflict  between  the  par- 
tisans of  the  Senate  and  Chamber  in  the  province 
of  Catamarca. 

-The  monitor  Solitudes,  ironclad  fiaitia,  and 
guaboat  Carioca,  on  their  way  to  Matto  Grosso, 
reached  Montevideo  On  the  6 til  inst.  At  least  so 
the  telegrams  said!  In  reality  only  the  Carioca 
has  arrived  there, 

— An  Oruro  telegram  of  the  5th  announces  the 
election  of  Dr.  Mariano  liaptista  to  the  presidency 
of  Bolivia.  The  elections  were  accompanied  by  the 
customary  fights,  in  which  various  free  and  en- 
lightened citizens  were  either  killed  or  wounded. 

—The  Argentine  police  are  making  strenuous 
efforts  to  discover  the  authors  of  a  recent  emission 
nf  counterfeit  money,  and  it  is  reported  were  suc- 
eessful  in  arresting  some  of  the  principal  accom- 
plices on  the  7th.  The  emission  of  these  counter- 
feits is  estimated  at  $100,000. 

—The  declared  value  of  landed  property  for  taxa- 
tion purposes  in  Uruguay  in  iSoowas  $256,472,499, 
■  if  which  $119,289,439  was  credited  to  the  depart- 
ment of  Montevideo.  The  total  number  of  bouses 
returned  was  67,040  (each  floor  is  rated  a  house), 
of  which  26,959  were  in  Montevideo. 

—The  Standard  and  other  Buenos  Aires  papers 
seem  to  have  alarmed  their  readers  toward  the  end 
of  last  month  by  publishing  a  telegram  to  the  effect 
that  all  us  poor  editors  up  here  in  Rio  bad  been 
arrested.  Quite  the  contrary,  neighbors  ;  wc  are 
-till  at  liberty  and  are  enjoying  all  our  privileges- 
even  that  of  abusing  the  government. 

—Buenos  Aires  telegrams  represent  that  seces- 
sion is  denied  in  Matto  Grosso,  the  revolutionists 
claiming  to  have  merelv  opposed  federal  interfer- 
ence in  local  affairs.  The  news  is  so  inconsistent 
with  other  information  received  that  it  can  hardly 
he  credited,  unless  it  be  that  the  patriots  up  there 
are  beginning  to  prepare  for  a  surrender. 

—According  to  a  Buenos  Aires  telegram  of  the 
4th,  the  recent  sham  fight  at  Pacheco  between  two 
divisions  of  the  Argentine  army  resulted  in  almost 
ns  many  casualties  as  a  real  battle.  Seventy  men 
were  in  the  hospitals  suffering  from  wounds,  while 
a  large  number  were  also  under  treatment  for  in- 
juries received  from  an  explosion  of  powder  in  one 
of  the  camps. 

—  The  board  of  health  has  addressed  a  note  to 
government  on  the  necessity  of  providing  a  proper 
crematorium  in  the  lazaret  at  Flores  Island  for  the 
destruction  of  corpses  of  persons  who  have  died 
from  epidemic  diseases.  At  present,  it  appears, 
these  corpses  are  burnt  in  a  most  barbarous  and 
repulsive  manner,  on  a  fire  of  wood  and  kerosene, 
—Montevideo  Times. 

—The  well-known  firm  of  Wilson  Sons  &  Co. 
seems  to  have  hit  the  right  nail  on  the  head  by 
starting  coal  deposits  in  La  Plata.  Not  only  do 
steamers  from  up  the  rivers  and  from  Buenos  Aires 
call  at  Wilson's  depot  on  the  island  of  Santiago  in 
the  entrance  channel  for  supplies  of  this  necessary 
combustible,  but  they  also  remit  it  from  their  dep6t 
to  Buenos  Aires  and  to  the  steamers  in  the  roads. 
Wilson  Sons  &  Co.  have  already  supplied  the 
steamer  Rio  de  Janeiro,  anchored  in  Buenos  Aires, 
with  500,000  kilos,  and  is  at  present  supplying  the 
Nord  America,  anchored  in  the  grand  ck"1'    '' 


A  Buenos  Aires  telegram  of  May  3rd  announces 
the  death  of  Dr.  Burmeister,  curator  of  the  National 
Museum.  Dr.  Burmeister  was  connected  with  the 
museum  in  Rio  de  Janeiro  many  years  ago. 

—It  is  now  very  generally  believed  that  Saenz 
Penn  is,  after  all,  not  to  be  the  presidential  candi- 
date in  Argentina.  Roca  has  again  shuffled  the 
cards,  and  it  is  whispered  that  when  the  right 
moment  comes  he  will  .snatch  the  prize  for  himself. 
-It  is  feared  that  the  recently  organised  "ambu- 
lance association"  in  Buenos  Aires  will  be  seriously 
hampered  in  its  humane  work  by  that  antiquated 
and  barbarous  police  regulation  forbidding  anyone 
touching  or  relieving  a  person,  in  case  of  accident, 
etc.,  before  the  arrival  ofa  police  authority.  As 
this  is  sometimes  a  matter  of  hours,  the  association 
will  find  itself  unable  to  render  the  humane  ser- 
vices for  which  it  is  organised. 

— All  the  newspapers  are  of  accord  in  saying  that 
the  first  act  of  the  new  president  must  lie  to  re- 
arrange the  public  debt,  as  the  Rothschild-Lidder- 
dale  compact  is  an  impossible  one.  But  there  is  a 
matter  of  far  greater  urgency,  the  immediate  adop- 
tion of  capital  punishment,  in  view  of  the  murders 
that  are  of  daily  occurrence.  We  have  mentioned 
two  whole  families  murdered  in  cold  blood  by  an 
assassin  at  Ramallo;  yet  we  are  informed  hy  a 
resident  of  that  neighborhood  that  the  monster  is 
living  in  his  house,  unmolested,  Some  of  his 
accomplices  have  been  taken.  The  Rosario  papers 
of  Sunday  say  that  "  only  three  assassinations  have 
occurred  this  week,"  which  is  so  far  favorable  in 
showing  a  decrease  of  crime.  On  Saturday  we  had 
news  of  the  murder  ofa  family  of  five  persons  at 
Canelones,  near  Montevideo,  which  shows  that  the 
condition  there  is  little  better  than  on  this  side  of 
the  water.  To-day  we  have  news  of  another  shock- 
ing murder  at  Faysandu.  It  is  manifest  that  lynch 
law  will  come  soon,  unless  capital  punishment  be 
enforced,  as  the  constitution  prescribes. — Buenos 
Aires  Standard,  April  I2th. 

— Yesterday's  Sigh  contains  an  article  well  worth 
reading  on  the  lesson  to  be  learnt  from  the  fall  of 
the  National  Bank,  the  funeral  of  which  was  cele- 
brated last  Saturday,  with  small  attendance  and 
amid  general  indifference,  in  the  same  theatre 
where,  some  $%  years  ago,  it  had  been  born  amidst 
salvos  of  champagne,  the  strains  of  the  national 
hymn,  the  enthusiam  of  a  crowd  and  the  presence 
of  the  president,  ministers  and  high  dignitaries. 
The  Sigh  proceeds  to  point  out  that  the  National 
Bank  succumbed  to  the  false  economical  ideas 
which  had  possessed  our  society  from  the  highest 
representatives  to  the  lowest  workers  ;  to  the  desire 
to  get  rich  without  working  or  production,  which 
ran  through  the  River  Plate  like  an  epidemic  some 
four  years  ngo ;  and  to  the  want  of  economic 
education  and  political  morality,  or  in  short,  the 
unfitness  to  be  yet  trusted  with  the  manipulation  of 
delicate  instruments  of  credit.  The  Sigh's  article 
contains  some  sound  truths,  well  put,  and  should 
be  taken  to  heart  by  those  powers  who  still  clamour 
for  stale  interference  in  banking,  and  introduce 
foolish  clauses  excommunicating  foreigners  from 
bank  management  or  employment. — Montevideo 
Times,  April  27th.

—Four  "celebrated"  thieves  were  caught  in 
Rua  do  Maltosoon  the  night  of  the  6th  just  as  they 
were  breaking  into  a  house.  As  they  were  caught 
in  the  act,  we  trust  there  will  be  no  further  hesita- 
tion about  sending  them  up. 

— 'Vhe  Jomal  do  Commercio  of  Sunday  last  says  it 
is  informed  that  a  telegram  ol  the  6th  declares  that 
ihe  garrison  at  Cuyaba,  the  capital  of  Matto  Grosso, 
is  still  loyal  lo  ihe  federal  government,  and  Ihat 
the  Paraguayan  government  has  forbidden  the  ship- 
ment of  merchandise  lo  ihe  insurgents, 

—The  Pais  seems  to  be  getting  into  trouble  on 
all  sides,  During  the  past  week  it  has  been  quar- 
Img  with  the  Jomal  do  Commetcio,  the  Diatio  do 
Commenio  and  the  Figaro.  And  all  this  lime  il 
wants  its  editor-in-chief,  Q.  Bncayuva,  to  run  for 
the  senalorship  which  he  has  only  just  resigned  ! 

— The  Jomal  do  Commetcio  of  the  4th  inst.  says 
that  Charles  Vivaldi,  formerly  editor  of  the  /litis- 
Uacao  do  Brazil  and  other  journals  in  this  capital, 
is  now  a  Catholic  missionary  among  the  Indians  ol 
Patagonia.  He  was  educated  for  the  priesthood, 
then  abjured  his  vows  and  religion  in  order  to 
marry,  and  now  appears  to  have  relumed  lo  the 
fold  again, 

—The  laborers  of  the  custom-house  have  pel!- 
tioned  the  Vice-President  lor  increased  pay.  In 
view  of  tlie  delays,  rough  usage  and  thefts  which 
happen  to  merchandise  under  their  bands,  a  petition 
for  more  pay  seems  altogether  out  of  place.  The 
government  should  be  willing  to  pay  well  lor  good 
and  honest  service,  but  tliat  can  hardly  be  claimed 
for  the  custom-house  laborers. 

— Thecartmen  engaged  in  ihe  removal  of  garbage 
from  private  houses  are  on  a  strike,  and  the  results 
are  anything  but  agreeable.  The  garbage  natur- 
ally goes  into  the  street  as  soon  as  il  ts  dark,  and 
when  it  happens  lo  be  the  refuse  from  hotels  and 
restaurants  the  whole  neighborhood  discreetly  holds 
its  nose  and  retires.  Surely  something  ought  lo  be 
done  to  put  this  service  on  a  sound  and  secure 
basis, 

— We  see  by  the  Pais  telegrams  ol  the  5th  that 
the  government  of  Austria- Hungary  "has  resolved 
that  the  state  shall  monopolize  the  falsification  of 
all  descriptions  ol  explosives  throughout  the  em- 
pire." Who  is  to  monopolize  the  manufacture  ol 
ihe  genuine  article  we  do  not  know,  but  it  would 
appear  that  the  private  "  falsifier  "  will  now  have  to 
content  himsell  with  that  much  neglected  branch  of 
the  business. 

—If  the  president  ol  the  intendencia  municipal 
cares  for  a  straight  tip,  we  would  suggest  that  he 
requires  a  deposit  of  10  per  cent,  before  opening 
negociations  for  that  loan  of  £5,000,000.  Five 
hundred  thousand  pounds  is  nothing,  of  course,  for 
so  important  and  well-managed  an  institution  as  the 
Banco  Ridicula  do  Brazil,  etcetera  e  tal.  The 
London  and  Berlin  bankers  are  so  anxious  lo 
advance  the  money  that  we  are  sure  they  will  not 
hesitate  a  moment  in  authorizing  the  deposit. 

—The  Jomal  hears  that  the  commission  chosen 
to  explore  the  table-land  of  Goyaz  for  a  site  for  the 
future  capital  of  Brazil  will  leave  for  its  destination 
next  month.  It  is  said  that  Drs.  Luiz  Cruls, 
Morisse,  Pimentel,  Tasso  Fragoso,  Ulleand  others 
will  accompany  the  commission.  It  is  to  be  hoped 
that  the  commission  will  be  successful  in  finding  a 
satisfactory  place  at  once,  and  that  the  government 
will  be  removed  thither  without  loss  of  time.  Rio 
will  be  a  much  more  desirable  place  of  residence 
after  the  removal. 

There  are  a  great  many  astonishing  rumors 

afloat  about  ihe  part  which  Argenlina  is  going  to 
play  in  the  Matto  Grosso  affair.  It  need  not  be 
feared  that  the  Argentines  will  meddle  in  that  row. 
With  an  empty  treasury,  an  impending  election,  a 
half-dozen  revolutions  on  hand,  and  a  necessity  for 
keeping  the  whole  available  military  force  in  and 
about  Buenos  Aires  for  the  protection  of  an  un- 
popular government,  there  is  very  little  likelihood 
lhat  Argentina  will  jump  at  such  an  opportunity  to 
pick  a  fight  with  Brazil.

—The  Figaio  claims  that  the  government  has  a 

ajorily  in  Congress.

congressmen. 

—It  is  asserted  that  ihe  present  president  of  Ihe 
municipal  council  has  annulled  all  the  nets  of  his 
predecessor  and  has  thrown  the  municipal  adminis- 
tration into  a  slate  of  perfect  confusion. 

— There  were  only  three  depths  from  yellow 
fever  reported  on  ihe  4th.  This  shows  a  very 
rapid  and  satisfactory  decrease  in  the  epidemic, 
which  nitty  now  be  considered  at  an  end, 

—The  loafers  and  "  gutter-snipes  "  are  again 
making  the  entrance  to  the  reading  mom  of  the 
Exchange  an  exasperating  lask  ;  and  like  the  buz- 
zards they  arc  again  crowding  the  Rua  da 
Allandcga. 

—The  government  has  authorized  the  governor 
of  Parana  lo  have  representatives  of  indigenous 
Brazilian  race»  at  the  Chicago  exposition.  We 
trust  a  sample  ol  the  Rua  do  Onvidor  loafer  will 
not  be  overlooked. 

— On  the  3rd  inst.  two  citizens  from  Minas  called 
on  one  of  the  police  delegates  and  informed  him 
that  on  their  arrival  in  this  city  on  the  preceding 
day  they  had  lost  2,200$  in  money  and  a  gold  watch 
and  chain  by  the  confidence  game. 

— The  usual  thin"  has  happened  with  the  repub- 
lican Congress.  We  were  accustomed  to  have 
difficulties  in  getting  together  a  quorum  under  the 
effete  monarchy,  but  that  vigorous,  youthful  repub- 
licans should  be  guilty  of  the  same  negligence  is 
unpardonable. 

— At  2  o'clock  a.m.  on  the  61I1  inst,  a  watchman 
on  Rua  do  Ouvidor  was  attacked  by  a  soldier  ol  the 
22nd  battalion  ol  infantry,  and,  strange  to  say,  the 
soldier  was  arrested.  If  this  doesn't  cause  a  revo- 
lution, why,  what  was  the  use  of  Ihe  15th  ol 
November  ? 

—We  congratulate  the  American  republic  on  the 
acquisition  of  (wo  such  eminent  Brazilian  citizens  as 
Lt.-Col.  Costa  Lima  Braga  and  Counsellor  Antonio 
Paula  de  MePo  liarreto.  Tlie  first  can  give  bank 
defaulters  "  tips  "  in  their  line  ol  business,  and  the 
latter  is  a  "  general  utility  "  scamp. 

— A  curious  application  was  made  to  the  govern- 
ment recently.  A  company  was  organized  here 
under  the  name  of  Grande  belchiot,  or  the  "  Great 
Cheap  Jack,"  and  it  applied  for  permission  to  place 
necessary  establishments  in  various  parts  ol  the 
city.  What  connection  there  is  between  a  "  cheap 
ack"  and  the  business  proposed  is  not  perfectly  clear. 
—  We  are  at  a  loss  to  understand  alt  the  mystery 
surrounding  a  reported  attempt  at  bribing  the  police 
delegate  charged  with  investigating  the  Geral  ras- 
cality. Surely  llie  delegate  knows  who  offered  him 
so  large  a  sum  as  600,000$,  and  where  is  the  diffi- 
culty in  arresting  ihe  parly?  If  ihe  man  was  only 
an  intermediary,  and  declines  to  give  up  his  prin- 
cipals, let  him  suffer  for  Ins  impudence,  or  cupidity. 
— Barao  de  Novaes  is  the  name  of  a  gentleman 
who  deserves  well  ol  his  fellow  shareholders  in 
various  companies.  Under  the  present  joint. stock 
companies'  laws,  the  passing,  by  ihe  general  assem- 
bly ol  shareholders,  ol  the  annual  accounts  relieves 
the  directors  of  every  responsibility  for  acts  and 
occurrences  during  the  year.  Lord  Novaes  regis- 
ters a  vote  contrary  to  the  passing  of  the  accounts 
in  nearly  every  case  where  he  is  an  interested  parly, 
and  his  intention  is  a  good  one  :  lo  bring  directors 
"  to  book  "  should  occasion  arise. 

—One  of  ihe  police  delegates  has  been  raiding 
various  gambling  resorts  lately,  and  lias  been  so 
inconsiderate  as  to  include  some  of  the  so-called 
"  clubs  "  among  them .  This  has  raised  a  howl  of 
indignation  among  the  "  spoils,"  who  appear  to 
Ihink  that  a  man  in  broadcloth  may  do  what  the 
law  considers  criminal  for  a  man  of  lower  social 
condition.  In  other  words,  it  is  proper  and  leyili- 
mate  to  gamble  for  loo  milreis,  but  immoral  and 
illegal  lor  another  to  gamble  for  100  rels.  We  trust 
Dr.  Goldscbmidt  will  continue  not  to  see  it  in  that 
light. 

— The  municipal  intendencia  of  this  city  has  re- 
solved lo  get  up  an  agricultural  exhibition  On  the 
13II1  "to  commemorate  the  liberation  of  labor  in 
Brazil,"  and  invites  all  Ihe  planters  and  small 
farmers  hereabouts  to  send  in  exhibits.  They  will 
also  be  thankful  for  agricultural  tools,  seeds,  eic. 
It  is  rather  a  short  notice,  and  hardly  a  good  time 
for  products,  unless  preserved  fruits  and  polled 
meats  will  do;  but  the  aldermen  have  probably 
overlooked  that  circumstance.  In  the  Stales  an 
agricultural  fair  before  anything  had  lime  to  grow, 
would  make  even  a  Scotch  farmer  smile. 

—It  would  be  extremely  grateful  to  know  exactly 
what  has  happened  in  Matlo  Grosso,  The  Argen- 
tines have  filled  the  Times  correspondent  up  to  the 
neck  with  their  ideas  of  the  state  of  Matto  Grosso ; 
the  government  is  sending  an  expedition  to  the 
place  that  will  cost  hundreds,  if  not  thousands  of 
centos  de  rets,  and  yet  it  is  currently  reported  that 
there  is  no  trouble  in  Matto  Grosso,  where  every- 
thing appears  to  be  in  profound  peace!  We  give 
up  the  conundrum;  unless  Mr.  Ciblis  wants  lo 
break  his  contract  for  selling  a  large  tract  of  land  to 
Ihe  late  Lt. -Commander  Barrelo,  alias  "Wouver- 
mans,"  and  thinks  war  will  keep  the  late  navy  man 
off  the  field,  which  we  feel  prelty  sure  it  will. 

— As  the  Jomal  do  Brazil,  ol  the  7th,  very  pro- 
perly  says,  we  may  expect  a  windy  legislative 
session.  On  the  6th  Deputies  Manhaes  Barreto 
and  Jesuino  de  Albuquerque,  prisoners  in  Forts 
S.  Joao  and  Villegaignon  as  implicated  in  the 
attempted  sedition,  reported  lhat  they  could  not 
appear  at  the  meeting  of  the  chamber  for  obvious 
reasons.  Sr,  Bellarmino  Mendonca  thereupon  took 
out  his  "  hatchet "  and  proceeded  to  scalp  everyone 
within  reach.

but  he  did  not  care  and  went  on  jawing  precisely  as 
if  constitution  and  civil  law  were  as  dear  lo  him  as 
the  monthly  subsidy.

— It  is  slated  thai  the  department  of  the  navy  is 
making  preparations  inr  a  grand  naval  review,  in 
which  28  vessels  will  take  part, 

— The  government  Is  said  to  have  chartered  an- 
other steamer  for  the  Iran  port  ati  on  of  troops  and 
munitions  of  war  to  Mai  to  Grosso. 

— A  small  sloop  called  the  Agtrfa  came  in  from 
PernambttCO  on  the  51b  with  300  hands  of  pow- 
der, manufactured  by  the  Peniambuoann  factory. 

—A  package  of  newspapers  was  Inspected  in  ■  lie 
post-office  a  few  days  aj;<t  and  was  found  to  contain 
Montevideo  lottery  tickets,  whose  sale  is  pro- 
hibited in  this  city. 

— At  the  last  session  of  Congress  Qiiintino  Boca* 
yuva  resigned  his  seal  in  the  Senate,  He  now  has 
the  hardihood  to  expect  to  he  his  own  successor. 
What  did  he  resign  for  ? 

—The  2nd  delegate  o!  police,  Dr.  Carlos  Costa, 
lias  prepared  new  regulations  for  the  conlrul  ot 
theatres,  etc,  which  consists  of  78  articles.  The 
./c/Hn/asks  lor  its  publication  before  approval. 

—  Some  rash  people  of  this  city  are  proposing  to 
vaccinate  the  Chamber  of  Deputies  with  Dr. 
Domingas  Freire,  electing  him  to  fill  the  vacancy 
caused  by  the  promotion  of  Aiistides  Lobo  to  the 
Senate. 

— The  comments  of  European  papers  on  Matto 
Grosso  and  its  little  revolution  will  not  be  very 
pleasant  reading  to  the  Inhabitants  ol  that  peppery 
stale,  Their  secession  has  created  only  the  tiniest 
ripple  on  the  world's  surface. 

—Why  does  Matto  Grosso  call  itself  the  "  Re- 
publics Transatlantics?  "  We  were  under  the  im- 
pression that  it  is  on  this  side  of  the  Atlantic.  For 
a  state  away  up  in  the  interior  to  adopt  such  a  title 
is  as  foolish  as  it  is  erroneous. 

— The  Jornaldo  Commercio  of  Ihe  71b  says  that 
on  the  preceding  day  someone  stated  that  he  had 
received  a  telegram  from  Dr.  Mello  Barrelo  at  New 
York.  The  4th  police  delegate,  however,  is  still 
looking  for  him  along  the  railway  lines.  Perhaps 
Hie  irail  is  becoming  fresh,  hence  the  New  York 
telegram. 

— Capt.  D.  Wilson  Barker,  R.N.R.,  formerly 
commander  of  one  of  the  cable-ships  on  this  coast, 
has  been  appointed  to  the  command  of  the  Britisli 
training  ship  Worcester.  His  many  friends  on  the 
Brazilian  coast  will  he  gratified  to  hear  ol  his 
appointment  to  a  post  for  which  he  is  so  thoroughly 
well  qualified. 

— The  minister  of  interior  has  advised  Hie  Em- 
prezn  Gary  of  his  intention  of  cancelling  its  con- 
tract for  street- cleaning  and  removal  oT  garbage 
because  of  its  defective  service  and  inattention  to 
complaints.  A  period  ol  15  days  is  given  for  the 
contraclors  to  show  reason  why  this  resolution 
should  not  he  enforced. 

— We  give  it  up  !  Two  separate  telegrams  have 
been  received  announcing  the  arrival  ot  the  moni- 
tor Solimoes  at  Montevideo,  and  now  on  Sunday  a 
third  telegram  announces  the  return  of  that  singular 
vessel  to  Santa  Calharina  in  distress  !  The  Joinal 
hears  that  the  captain  has  resigned  in  order  to 
present  his  motives  for  returning. 

— The  police  have  asked  for  the  prosecution  of 
Luiz  Pelletier  and  Hyppoliie  Wachetz,  against 
whom  they  have  found  incriminating  proofs,  foi  the 
crime  of  administering  narcotics  to  women  for  the 
purpose  of  robbery.  It  is  to  be  hoped  that  there 
will  be  no  false  clemency  in  the  penalties  inflicted 
upon  this  precious  pair  of  knaves. 

— It  is  said  that  the  chief  of  police  has  recom- 
mended (he  deportation  of  all  thieves,  eapoelras  and 
vagabonds  to  the  slate  military  colonies.  It's  a 
good  idea,  certainly ;  hut  of  course  the  chief  of 
police  does  not  intend  to  deport  them  without  trial, 
This  permuting  the  government  to  deport,  or 
punish,  individuals  without  trial  or  recourse  is  not 
only  dangerous,  but  it  has  nothing  about  it  which 
can  he  called  republican. 

— One  of  the  funniest  of  typographical  errors  was 
in  the  Jotnal  do  Commercio  of  the  9th.  The  para- 
graph was  evidently  written:  "  It  is  the  eternal 
history  of  the  egg  (ovo)  of  Colomhus,"  hut  the 
printers  knew  belter  than  that,  so  ll*y  made  it 
read  j  "  It  is  the  eternal  history  of  the  grandmother 
(avd)  of  Columbus  "  !  poor  old  lady  !  to  be  made 
fun  of,  just  when  the  discovery  of  America  by  her 
grandson  is  to  lie  celebrated  1 

—What's  the  maiter  with  the  reporters  ?  On 
the  5th  the  Jornal  do  Commercio  announced  that 
Mr.  Charles  Morel,  of  the  Etoite  dit  Slid,  had  been 
robbed  of  a  pocket-book  in  a  billiard  saloon,  con- 
taining money  and  valuable  papers.  The  Pais 
reporter,  however,  slated  that  the  victim  was  Mr. 
M ernes,  ol  the  same  paper.  On  the  following  day 
the  Jotnal  returns  to  the  incident  and  informs  us 
that  the  person  robbed  was  neither  Morel,  nor 
Meroes,  but  Mr.  George  Heroult,  also  ol  Etoileda 
Sud,  And  then  the  Fail  tried  again  and  informed 
us  that  the  victim  was  "Mr.  Heroult  and  not  He- 
roes", If  our  colleagues  are  not  careful  the  pro- 
verbial accuracy  ot  the  reporter  will  fall  into  serious 
discredit. 

—The  Supreme  Council  of  the  Court  of  Appeals 
granted  a  writ  of  habeas  corpus  on  the  6th  inst . 
and  ordered  the  release  of  Dr.  Miguel  Vieira  Fer- 
reira  from  imprisonment  on  the  ground  that  the 
offence  charged  against  him  is  not  a  violation  of 
Art,  ill  (impeding  the  action  of  the  jury)  because 
religious  symbols  in  the  jury-room  are  not  in 
conformity  with  the  constitution  and  laws. 
In  our  opinion  no  other  decision  was  possible, 
The  state  church  has  been  disestablished 
and  no  sect  has  now  the  right  to  force  itself  into 
any  public  place  to  the  prejudice  of  others.  Hence- 
forth all  sects  should  stand  on  equal  looting  before 
the  law  and  no  special  privileges  should  be 
recognized. 


—A  fight  between  soldiers  occurred  in  RuaSant' 
Anna  on  the  night  of  the  5th,  In  attempting  to 
arrest   one  of  the  men,  a  young   cadet,    a  son   of 

Miguel  Vieira  Ferreira,  was  badly  cut  with  a  razor 
on  the  arm  and  side  of  the  face,  the  Inst  cut  quite 
severing  the  ear,  Drunken,  quarrelsome  soldiers 
running  amuck  in  the  streets  with  raz-irs  is  a  pic 
lure  not  nt  all  creditable  to  a  country  with  a  general 
army  officer  at  its  head.  These  disorders  should 
be  checked  with  a  strong  hand,  even  if  it  requires 
a  few  military  executions  to  accomplish  it, 

—  The  Jornal  do  CcmitWFcia  is  very  properly 
taking  the  director  of  the  Museu  Nacional  to  ac- 
count for  the  wretched  ami  disorganized  condition 
of  that  important  institution.  In  calling  attention 
to  the  dismissal  of  two  widely-known  naturalists, 
Drs.  Fiite  Mitller  and  Von  Iliering  from  the  staff 
of  the  museum,  the  Jornal  drew  a  reply  from  the 
director,  Ladislao  Netto,  to  the  effect  that  their 
dismissal  was  due  10  their  refusal  to  comply  with 
its  regulations.  To  this  the  Jotnal  replies  that 
these  regulations  were  organized  by  the  director 
himself,  and  that,  as  he  does  not  know  how  to 
make  use  of  the  services  of  such  men,  they  very 
naturally  decline  to  submit  to  his  requirements. 
These  two  naturalists  have  a  world-wide  reputation, 
and  they  have  been  employed  by  the  museum  as 
mere  "collectors,"  subject  to  the  caprices  and  in- 
structions of  a  chief  who  knows  comparatively 
nothing  of  their  specialties.  In  our  opinion  it  is 
about  time  that  Ihe  Museu  Nacional  should  meet 
its  15th  November.

—The  April  balance  sheet  ol  ihe  Banco  da  Re- 
publica  is  not  at  all  re-assuring.  Deposits  continue 
to  be  withdrawn,  and  the  bank  has  issued  its  whole 
authorized  emission.  It  has  borrowed  more  money 
from  the  treasury  during  the  month  also. 

—Among  defaulting  shareholders  of  the  Cent 
Pastoris  do  Brazil  company  appears   the  Banco 
Bolsa  as  owing  166.600$.     We  suggest   that   the 
eurudoi  of  bankrupt  estates  has  a  look  at  these  lists 
of  defaulters,  for  he  can  increase  his  fees  consider- 
ably thereby. 

— The  government  has  issued  a  circular  requir- 
ing banks  to  issue  small  notes.  Would  it  not  be 
better  to  convert  the  government  circulation  into 
notes  of  a  small  denominations  ?  If  the  government 
is  not  able  to  supply  the  country  with  a  good  cur- 
rency, il  might  at  least  furnish  change  that  will 
pass  without  question. 

—The  minister  of  finance  has  advised  the  Banco 
Fmissor  do  Norte  that  ihe  Banco  Brazil-Norte 
America  refused  to  pay  £1.098  oj.  nd.  for  notes 
furnished  by  the  American  Bank  Note  Co.  because 
the  directors  of  the  issuing  bank  had  so  instructed. 
If  the  notes  are  in  circulation,  what  is  the  minister 
going  to  do  about  it? 

—At  a  general  meeting  of  shareholders  of  the 
Banco  Uniao  Agricota  do  Brazil  de  Credito  Run! 
on  the  7th  inst.,  it  was  resolved  to  increase  the 
capital  to  50,0'io,ooo$  "for  the  extension  ol  ser- 
vices, or  operations,  to  (he  end  of  realizing  a  junc- 
tion with  diverse  industrial  and  banking  establish- 
ments of  nlilily  ami  real  result." 

—On  the  6th  the  Banco  Uniao  Agricola  de  Brazil 
de  Credito  Real  (ibis  is  ihe  whole  name)  offered,  in 
Ihe  name  of  an  unnamed  syndicate  of  London,  Berlin 
and  New  York  bankers,  to  loan  £5,000,000  sterling 
to  the  city  of  Rio  de  Janeiro  for  beautifying  il  anil 
improving  its  sanitary  condition.  It  is  a  good  many 
millions,  but  as  the  municipality  of  Rio  is  a  govern- 
ment sub-department,  a  loan  to  it  is  only  one  to  the 
general  government. 

—The  April  balance  sheet  of  the  Banco  do  Brazil 
shows  that  the  bank  gained  4,845,000$  in  deposits 
during  the  month.  Since  January  the  bank  has 
steadily  lost  deposits,  and  il  is  satisfactory  to  see 
that  these  now  tend  to  increase.  In  cash  the  bank 
only  gained  2,788,000$,  (or  1,940,000$  were  charged 
to  "shares  and  debentures,"  and  1,069,000$  to 
"accounts  in  liquidation."  Bills  discounted  arc 
2,019,000$  less  than  on  March  31st. 

—On  the  6th  inst.  the  intendencia  municipal  was 
the  recipient  of  a  etter  from  R.  Kinsman  Benja- 
min, president  of  the  Banco  Uniao  Agricola  do 
Brazil  de  Credito  Real,  offering  to  loan  Ihe  muni- 
cipality £5,000,000  for  account  of  a  syndicate  of 
foreign  bankers  (we  should  like  to  know  their 
names,)  (or  the  purpose  of  improving  and  embel- 
lishing this  city.  The  loan  must  he  secured  by 
municipal  bonds,  approved  and  guaranteed  by  the 
national  government,  and  the  terms  will  he  made 
known  later  on, 

— The  minister  of  the  navy  has  asked  the  minister 
of  finance  to  declare  through  the  Diario  Official 
that  notes  of  the  Banco  Emissor  da  Bahia  are  legal 
tender  throughout  the  country.  But,  as  the  latter 
minister  declared  only  a  few  days  ago  that  only 
notes  issued  on  a  gold  deposit  are  legal  tender 
throughout  the  land,  and  as  the  Banco  Emissor  da 
Bahia  has  disposed  of  its  gold  deposit,  we  greatly 
fear  that  Minister  Rodrigues  Alves,  though  an 
obliging  man,  will  not  he  able  to  comply  with  the 
request  of  Minister  Custodio  de  Mello. 


—The  customs  receipts  at  Ceairt  ill  the  first  rpnir- 
terol  tins  year  amounted  to  546,719*974  against 
3---i.to.flii  111  the  first  quarter  of  1S91. 

—The  minister  of  finance  1ms  declined  the  nffcr 
ol  Ihe  president  of  S.  I'mtlo  for  collecting  cerium 
taxes,  including  that  on  tobacco,  The  president 
asked  that,  in  return  for  ibis  service,  certain  property 
belonging  to  the  general  government  should  be 
irnusferred  to  that  of  the  stale. 

— The  government  has  given  the  Banco  Emfssor 

dn  lluhU  six  months  to  provide  itself  with  noies, 
which  must  he  ordered  of  ihe  American  Hank  Note 
Co,  through  the  minister  of  finance.  That  little 
dodge  of  gelling  designs  from  agents  and  then  have 
them  worked  up  here  does  not  seem  to  have  been 
a  success, 

—The  rale  of  exchange,  as  may  hi:  seen  in  our 
commercial  section,  fell  yesterday  to  lit/,,  that  is 
to  say  that  the  price  of  a  sovereign,  at  90  days' 
sight,  was  2 1  $820.  There  were  no  special  cir- 
cumstances which  justify  this  decline,  in  this  case 
due  to  the  speculation  ol  certain  hanks  ami  the  un- 
founded reports  which  nourished  it,  For  instance, 
it  was  reported  that  the  Treasury  had  employed  the 
Banco  do  Brazil  to  lake  exchange  for  a  sum 
which  was  said  in  amount  to  £200,000.  We  know 
Dial  such  a  report  is  wholly  false  and  thai  ihe  gov. 
eminent  has  not  taken,  nor  now  thinks  of  inking 
exchange  in  any  bank.  On  the  contrary  1  the  gov- 
ernment has  hilely  acquired  some  gold  by  means  of 
the  conversion  of  the  Specie  deposits  of  hanks  into 
ftpilbex,  and  this  should  rather  tranquillize  ihe 
market  than  to  alarm  it  as  lias  happened .  We  are 
mi  l  homed  to  add  that  the  financial  agents  ot  ihe 
government  in  London,  Messrs.  N.  M.  Rothschild 
&  S'Uis,  have  doubled  the  sum  which,  by  |he  con- 
tract ol  the  agency,  the  government  can  at  nuy 
time  draw  at  sight  against  the  said  agents— a  lact 
winch  is  highly  significant.  That  there  is  much 
speculation  in  exchange  i*  demonstrated  by  the  facl 
tli ill,  at  the  same  time  that  forinslance,  the  rale 
yesterday  was  inj^r/.,  that  is,  sovereigns  ai  this 
were  valued  at  22^070,  in  the^n/fti  they  were  freely 
offered  al2i$ot;a  which  corresponds  tn  lheexihin| 
of  id  i$\i6,—Jamal  do  Commercio,  May  51I1.
